The minority report on the Coeur 


d'AIcue investigation has been givci 
out by Representatives Lentz. of Ohio 
;ui<l Hay, of Virginia, who drafted it 
The following is a summary of 
ilia;n features: 


"The minority point out that the 


evidences takon during the iavostitju 
tiou shows that there v:ss .absolute!} 
TIG riotias in Sbosaone county, Ir'.aho 
. April lit', li?yp;. that when the United 
States troops arrived upon the scent 
quiet was restored and no resistanci 
was being made to the state author 
itics. who were arresting as rapidly as- 
possible those wlio were suspected o 
bcin.2 implicated in the crime of Apr! 
"I1, 1 Spy. 


"It is maintained by the ininoritj 


iliat the troops sent to Idaho by the 
jjrositlsiiit of the United States con- 
tinued to I'O under the control of tin: 
I>reiirlont, and tbo military commander 
con 10 only use th<> troops in aid of the 
civii authorities of tin; state to pro 
serve pence and order and prevent re 
sistar.ce being made by lawless per- 
sons to the process of the courts line 
the proper civi! authorities of the; state 
The president of the United States has 
kept, and is still keeping, soldiers in 
that community, and by so doing, is 
upholding a tyrannical course of con- 
duct pursued by the governor o! Idaho. 


"The minority point out five flagrant 


instances of abuse of power and vio- 
lation of law by General Merriam, the 
commander of the troops. 


"1. General Merriam sent on May 


5 about 150 troops to the town of 
Burke, and arrested, without warrant. 
ttii) entire male population of that 
town, consisting: of about 300 persons. 
H, was an outrage upon the liberty of 
the citizens which has no .parallel In 
the annals of this country. 


"2. General Merriam sent a detach- 


ment of troops .into the state of Mon- 
tana for the purpose of arresting fugi- 
tives from Idaho, an inexcusable exer- 
cise of arbitrary power by General 
Merriam. 


'•3. Lieutenant Lrbn, acting under 


the orders of his superior officer, by 
threats 
of 
vlolaaec forced certain 


citizens to 'work in tho Tiger-Poorman 
jnine against their will. Ko such flag- 
rant invasion of the roght of the citi- 
zen can be traced in" the history of 
this country. 


"4. Major Smith suppressed the 


ilullan Mirror, a newspaper published 
at Mullan, thus denying free speech 
and free press. This was a gross vio- 
lation of law -wholly unjustified. 


"5. Tho permit system, la fact a 


black list system, approved by General 
Slerriam and kept in operation to this 
day by the presence of the military 
force/a of the TJnited States is a vio- 
lation of law which can not be de- 
fended." 


In summing up the minority "say 


they "are satisfied from tbe evidence 
adduced before the . committee that 
General Merriam was wholly mistaken 
as to his powers and duties; that, his 
conduct has resulted Jn the gravest 
injuries to the liberty of the citizen 
and the rights of individuals. Inno- 
cent men have been kept In. prison for 
months without trial and have been 
finally discharged without any charges 
'being preferred against them. 


"At one time or another there were 


over 1100 men in the prison at Wardner 
known as the .'Bull Pen.' They were 
liept there many months. They v/ere 
not tried. They were not charged 
with any crime; they were held and 
guarded by the United States troops. 
It was the duty of General Merriam 
and of the president of the United 
States to inquire into tho causo and 
reasons for the detention of so many 
American citizens. No such inquiry 


• -was ever made * Such indifference is 
! hard to understand and harder to ex- 


"Tho plea that General Merriam \vas 


acting at the request of the governoi 
of Idaho and his state representative 
Bartlett Sinclair, is not good. Neither 
the governor nor Sinclair had the right 
to violate the law. And General Mer 
riam knew it, or should have known it. 


"Although the governor of Idaho has 


for a year and more been governing 
Shoshone county by martial law, he 
has never called the legislature to- 
gether; the laws o£ Idaho provide that 
a sess'ion of the legislature can be 
caled oa 20 clays' notice. The minor- 
ity hold that the president is not justi- 
fied in keeping United States soldiers 
indefinitely in Shoshone 'county at 
the mere will of one man, when the 
legislature, representative of the peo- 
ple, could have and. ought to have con- 
vened and their wishes ascertained." 


The majority report is also com- 


pleted and submitted to the minority 
members, but it will not be made pub- 
lic until approved by the house mili- 
tary committee, which conducted tbe 
investigation.

Fc.r a day or two the ti;va 
troops of Lord Roberts are resting, and 
he is filling the 'magazines and ware- 
houses at cis new base, Pretoria, pre- 
paratory to a long chase after the re- 
tiring Boers in the direction of Lyders- 
barg. His cavalry are probably seek- 
ing to intercept Commandant Genera) 
Botha. 


Possibly Lord Roberts may have 


been able to cut the railway before a 
full retirement was effected. That Pro 
toria would be defended was probably 
given out after the council of war with 
a view of misleading the British. Ly- 
denburg, the district into which the 
provisions originally destined for Pre- 
toria have bc-eu diverted and where a 
cartridge factory has been erected and 
reserve supplies of nil sorts are stored, 
is a volcanic region of fertile valley?.

Washington. June 7.— -The president

They 
quite Ts-ora out with esdteraeni and 
loss of sleep and were trying to check 
ilie burning by firing volleys to clear 
the streets. TJiis continued five days 
and nights vrith little rest aad less 
sleep. 


"When the town \ras quieted, I irent 


ia tli* launch to Bulusan and brought 
such Europeans away as desired to 
leave. Two days later' I tooK five men 
ia thfr launch's cabin ;ind steamed ts 
Barcelona and fouad the place _faH of 
insurgents. 
There were 150 in the 


sljc-rc trench aioue. I particularly •vrlsh- 
•ed to protect ilie hcniphousos, and so 
.1 started ashore ia a small boat rowed 
t»y a native sailor. 


•Three of the insurgents came out of

ence has discovered anything like a 
successful treannuitt for the malady. 


Bubonic plague at. different periods 


has ravaged the several Countries of 
Africa, Asia and Europe almost from 
time immemorial. The literature on 
the subject is appalling, a mere enu- 
meration of the titles and the authors 
upon the disease covering 40 pages, 
royal quarto size, of the intiex cata- 
logue in the library of the surgeon gen- 
eral of the army, and there are hun- 
dreds of others recorded in the "Index 
Medicus." Manetho, the Egyptian his- 
torian vrtio lived at the beginning: of 
the third century B. C., (.k-scribecl pes- 
tilences, supposed to have been tlie bu- 
bonic pla^uo, as having occurred in the 
reigns of the most ancient kings of the 
Nile land. The malady prevailed in 
Athens in 4:.M-i£0 B. C. Thucydides 
had tbe disease and vv-rote a descrip- 
tion of it, nnci it was :ilso noted by Hip- 
pocrates. It is said that the Greek me- 
tropolis at the time of the scourge lost 
morn than one-third of h»;r population 
by it. 


According to Rufus of Ephcsus. tbe 


plajrue prevailed iu Lybla in the third 
century B. C., anil its home -was con- 
sitlcretl to be in tiie north of Africa. 
The great plague described by Livy, 
who diet! 221 B. C., is said to have 
destroyed 1,000.000 persons in Africa, 
but it is not mentioned that it passed 
to European countries. The plasrue is 
also alluded to in the Bible, Zechariab 
sv, 18, as peculiarly Egyptian, of which 
country tho disease has been the great 
scourge. 


In the Christian era it was not until 


tbe sixth century that the plague was 
reported in Europe. In 542 it spread 
over Egypt and from there to Constan- 
tinople, where it carried off 10.000 in a 
single ctoy. 
In the same century it 


passed over into Italy and extended 
alons the northern coast of Africa. In 
the seventh century it appeared in 
England. Seven hundred years later 
plague v/as introduced from tbe east 
and prevailed throughout Armenia, 
Asia Minor, Egypt, northern Africa 
and nearly the whole of Europe. Heck- 
er has calculated that one-fourth of the 
population of Europe, or 25.000,000 per- 
sons, clied in all of the epidemics of the 
fourteenth century. It was during this 
time that the first recorded measures 
of ftnportaace were taken to check tho 
spread of the deadly disease. Venice 
was the city to take the first step in 
this direction by appointing in 1348 
three guardians of the public health 
for this purpose. 


Again In the fifteenth century bu- 


bonle made its appearance in Europe, 
and in the yecr 14CG more than 40.000 
persons died of It 
Tlie first quaran- 


tine against it was established by Ven- 
ice in 1403 on a small island adjoining 
the city. Nearly 175 years later plague 
carried off in one year 50,000 persons 
in Lyons and 70,000 in Venice. During 
the seventeenth century there were 
fewer plagne epidemics recorded than 
during tlif middle ages, notwithstand- 
ing in 1656 one of the most destructive 
of all epidemics occurred in Naples. 
Within a period of five months, it is 
said, no less than 300,000 persons sue-. 
cumbefl to the malady. 
In 1664-5 


raged the great plagne of I-oadon. and 
the total number of deaths in the latter 
year, according to the bills of mortal- 
ity, was GS.59G In an estimated popula- 
tion of 400,000, ont of whom two-tbirfls 
are supposed to have fied to escape con- 
tagion. 


In tho eighteenth century the plague 


'prevailed extensively in Europe, the 
most notable epidemic being in Mar- 
seilles in 1720, when from 40,000 to 
60,000 persons were carried off by It. 
During the following year it appeared 
at Toulon, and spread over Provence, 
and out of n population of 250,000 it is 
Raid that more than 87,000 died. Sici'.y 
was visited is 17-13, where tlie mor- 
tality was upward ot 50,000. Moscow 
received a touch of the scourge iu 1771, 
raid one-quarter of the popuiation, or 
00,000, met death by reason of it. The 
nineteenth century has.been marked 
by a recession of the plague .toward the 
east, although in 1815 it appeared on 
the eastern coast of Italy, but was 
confined to a small district, van<3 l:ns 
never since returned- An isolated epi- 
demic occurred in Greece in 1S2S. 


During the nest two decades Egypt 


was ngain visited, but since 1S-43 it lias 
not appeared there. 
There was an 


epidemic of extreme severity in Cairo 
in 1835, during which there died a 
number of inhabitants equal to the 
•whole adult male population. 
Since 


1S50 tho western limit of the plague is 
the Canary Islands, white its eastern 
limit has bw>« in the island of For- 
mosa! off the coast of China. Since 


east; now vfest, between tiie Red '••sea, 
and? jfe'•-. I'aeiuc, ~ Iii' China, ^lufiia,: 
Arabia, Persia. Mesopotamia, Itussta,. 
the Caspian littoral, Afghanistan uiul 
.Tripoli." The last outbreak- of the 
plague on European soil was Iu 1S7S 
'aud ISTO.on tJi3 banUs.-of the Volga. 
.Formerly'it was asserted tliat the dis- 
ease never appeared east of the Indus, 
iu India; nevertheless it has been ob- 
served during the present century in 
more than cue distinct center in India. 
Since 1ST! it has .-particularly been 
heard from in China. History records 
very little of- the plagat*. iu the far east. 
Chinese history makes no reference.to 
any epidemic which has left a perma- 
nent record. 


Tlio appearance of the plagne in Sau- 


tos, Brazil, in October, 1SUO, marked an 
important epoch in plague literature 
as famishing the very first recorded 
instances of the occurrence of the dis- 
ease in the western hemisphere. The 
outbreak in Snn Francisco was thf» 
first in the United States. How it cauie 


j Trill doubtless remain a mystery, as 
the quarantine regulations and inspec- 
tions are remarkably strict 


The bubonic plague has furnished a 


striking illustration of the scientific 
advance of modern medicine. It was 
not until 1S94 that positive knowledge 
of its true nature became known. No-w- 
its causes, methods of propagation and 
means to prevent its spread are mat- 
ters of scientific certainty. Ail through 
the centuries, both before and'during 
the Christian era, dovru to 18!)-i. the 
subject was enveloped ia darkness, and 
there has been the same groping after 
facts, the same unsuccessful search 
after the true cause, the same struggle 
in ignorance against its ravages on the. 
part of physicians, sanitarians and 
public officials .-is has marked the his- 
tory of that other threat epidemic dis- 
ease, cholera, now likewise robbed of 
its terrors by science. It is to the im- 
mortal Pasteur and his contemporary, 
Koch, in their establishment of bacte- 
riology as a science, that the crodit for 
the discovery of JS04 is clue and to a 
Japanese physician, a student ia the 
laboratory of Koch. Dr. Kitasato. and 
to Versin, a pupil of the Pasteur insti- 
tute, the world is indebted for the dis- 
covery Itself.

complains cf a high fever, a swelling of 
one or more of the lymphatic glands, 
and has delirium early in the attack, 
though seldom violent. The fever per- 
sists at least a week, and convales- 
cence thereafter is slow. In fatal cases 
death usually occurs at the height of 
tlie disease, between the second and 
the eighth day, frequently within 4S 
hours. If life is prolonged for five or 
six days, the prognosis is better. Large 
buboes may form In a few hours after 
a time when a person has felt, in the 
best of health, and, on the other baud, 
persons die of the disease without the 
appearance of a single affected gland. 


The death rate varies in different 


epidemics and,is estimated at from 50 
to 90 per cent It varies, however, ac- 
cording to nationalities. The official 
reports of the disease In Hongkong 
show tlint til's death rate among the 
Chinese was niore than 03 per ceut. 
while amongr Europeans it was but IS. 
The small relative percentage of deaths 
among Europeans is attributed to the 
Euro'ncau blood and stamina and to 
early treatment and confidence in the 
European medical attendant Dr. Wal- 
ter Wyrnan, surgeou general of the 
marine hospital service, has prepared 
aii extensive treatise upon the bubonic 
plague, which Is considered a high au- 
thority upon all phases of the subject.

Under the date of Simla, .May 3. the 


spcvjal corresooudent of tlio London 
Standard sends these statements in re- 
gard to the famine in India: 


"There has not been the slightest 


change for the better in the general 
situation in India during the last three 
or four weeks. 
The official figures 


show that there are 5,500,000 on the 
relief works and that the tendency is 
for this huge total to increase at the 
rate of at least 100,000 a week. 


"In Madras, which has hitherto been 


regarded as outside the afflicted area, 
the number of people on relief works 
has more than doubled In the space of 
a fortnight. 
There has boon a little 


rain, but this came too late materially 
to benefit the crops on uuirrigated 
lands,, which are-now in many places 
given up for lost. 


"Going from Madras to Bombay the 


traveler does not see one single patch 
of green, not even as much as a blade 
of grass, for hundreds of miles on end. 
There is_ no abatement of the famine, 
aud things are merely jrertiug slow-h- 
and sureiy more terrible aud more dis- 
astrous than before. 
The people are 


literally dyiutr of starvation. Tut' great- 
er portion of the cattie are already 
dead. 


"More tbaa 1.000.000 persons have 


died in tlje district of Gujurfit alone. 
To add to tbe embarrassment of the lo- 
cal officials a severe epidemic of cliol- 
era has now broken out at some of the 
relief works in the Gotllm district, and 
the people, weakened by many weeks 
anil months of low diet, are succumb- 
ing to its ravages. 


"I-a the Bombay Iresiuency. ns a 


whole, tliort; are uo\v uo fewer than 
2,000.000 pc-op'ie on famine relief, and 
the population affected is more than 
20.000,(XiO. 
Jn tbe s?miilcsm tracts 


about Joi'bpnr and Klkanir tiie inhab- 
itants eke out n mere existence cm 
quarter rations as ions as they can, 
and then, wht-n physically qtiite une- 
qual to the strain of a ions journey 
over the sun baked, wnterU-i-s wastes 
of sands, they try to make their way 
to the roiief works or the big towns, 
perhaps n hundred miles or more away. 
There is every reason to believe that. n. 
very lurjfp proportion of these people 
never reach their destination, but die 
in the desert, where their emaciated 
corpses ar? soon picked clean by the 
jackals nut! vultures which bans en 
their track. 


"In some parts of Rnjpufana. it is 


said, scarce a ii:!.v passes without a 
number of people of all nyes and both 
sexes being found dead by the road- 
side. The next most nfllictod portion 
of Imlir. is the centra! provinces. There 
has bpen no change for the better In 
this region. 
There are now about 


1.7SO.OOO people oil famine relief, and 
the population directly .affected by the 
famine is some 12.000.000. 


"The plague outlook seems scarcely 


less reassuring. 
This terrible disease 


latterly has spread to sueh an extent 
as to threaten speedily to embrace the 
whole of India in its grasp. Already a 
very large portion of southern India is 
plague stricken. So. too. im> Calcutta 
and the greater part of the province of 
Bengal. The disease has also appeared 
at many places in the central portion 
of India. It Is found In SinU. In Kaj- 
putana. and in the Jollundur and Ho- 
shi.irpur districts of the Punjab. 


"The plague itself by uo means con- 


stitutes tbe most serious aspect of the 
question. The measure taken by the 
government to stamp It out have set 
afoot an undercurrent of unlive dis- 
content, a rumbling of rebellion such 
as preceded the mutiny. 


"There nave been many signs of late 


of some secret disturbing Iniluences at 
work among the people. A very simi- 
lar outbreak of protests and denuncia- 
tions has greeted the adoption of these 
precautions in Bengal anil the north- 
west provinces. At Cawupur the roob 
burned the plaguo hospital and. after 
severely beating the half dozen native 
constables In charge, threw them, still 
living, into the liaroes. 
They then 


searched for the English civil surgeon, 
with the avowed purpose of murdering 
him.

Mr. Grisv.'old xras born at Torringtoa, conn., Nov. 14, 1763, aad.died 


at Sha-wneetown, Ills, Aug. 21,. 1315.' During his youth be worked on his 
father's farm, .after which lie catered • Yale, college, from .which be graduated 
in 17SB.. -Shortly after bis ijraduatioh be was ordained as a minister. Beins 
aa ardent Jcfferscuiaa Pcinocrat, he attended a Democratic jubilee meeting 
at Wallingfbr'd, Conn., ia 1801, and delivered a most rcmarkablo sermon 
on; politics enS. religion. 


"Hs -was imffiefliately charged with, bercsy and retired from the ministry 


and was admitted to tbe practice of the law, reraair.iug at Walpole, N. K-, 
•wfccre ho edited a Deniocratic newspaper, until President Thomas Jefferson 
appointed him as. secretary of the territory of Michigan, in 1SQ5. Failing 
to agrea with Governor Hull, who subsequently surrendered Detroit in tlie 
War of 1S1.2, he resigned and came to Obio. 


In July, 1S09, Governor Samuel Hantington 
appointed him to the 


vacancy ia the United States senate, caused by the resignation of Edward 
Tiffin, his term being less than four months, and his actual service but a 
fe-R-~days, In 1810 bo was appointed United States judge for the Northwest 
territory by President Madison, anil bo was discharging the duties cf that 
oEce at tbe time of bis decease. 


ALEXANDER CA3IP3EL!i OF BROWN COtJKTY. 


Alexander Campbell -sras chosen by the legislature on the 12th of Decem- 


ber, 1S09, to fill out the vacancy caused by the resignation of Senator 
Edward TiCin. He was at .the time a member of the house of representatives, 
had been chcswj speaker pro tempore on the 4th of December, and weald 
have been made the permanent speaker. On the 32th of .December, when 
ejected senator, he resigned bis office, and was succeeded as speaker by 
Edward Tiffin, v.-hom he. succeeded as senator. 


"While credited to Brown county he was a resident of Adams at the 


time of and previous to his ejection to the United States senate, but in that 
portion from" which Brown was subsequently erected. Ia 1S07-1808-1S09 he 
represented Adams and Scioto in (be popular branch of tbe legislature. 
Hia services in tbe United States senate sstesded from December 12, 1S09, 
to March 4. 1S13. In ISIS he again entered the legislature, being a member 
of tie house in 1S13-1S20 aad 1832-1833, and of the senate in 1822-1S24. He 
•n-as ebosen a presidential elector in 1S20, and cast his vote for James 
ilonrce for president, as u=0 his colleagues, William Henry Harrison, Robert 
Lucas, .Tainc-s Kilbourne. Jeremiah Morrow, James Caldwell, John McLa.ash- 
lin anfi Le-n'is Pille. 
Senator Campbell was ol Virginia'descent, and his early political affi.ia- 


tio-ns v,-ere Oamocii-tic. He becanir a Whig When Henry Clay became con- 
g«lcuou3 ia public life. He settled at Hipley in early life, and his residence 
was tne first courthouse in Brown county, and continued as such until the 
conntr scat was permanently fixed at Georgetown. Ke was born in Green- 
br-iar "county Ya.. in 1774. aad was educated as a physician and practiced 
'medicine tie'most of his life. Ke was mayor of Ripley after having served 
ia the United States senate. From Virginia be first disrated to Lexington, 
KT.. but sfc.orily after removed to Ripley, O., and began tbe practice of 
medicine. 
Ke- died Nov. 5, 1S57. 


JEREMIAH aiOKROW OF TVAKSKN' COUNTY. 


This SistiaEuisaed pioneer statesman was born at historic Gettysburg, 


Pa., of Scotch-Irish parentage, Oct. 6, 1771. and died at his borne in Warren 
-county March £-, 1S52. 


Ke a-'ouired a fair education in the schools of the day, and migrated to 


ttre vUds of tae Northwest territory in 1705. Ohio was then but a wilder- 
ness, but be lived long enough to sse 
it the third state ia tbe Union, in 
-wealth, population, transportation fa- 
cilities, and in all the essentials o£ 
material and educational great.nr.ss ar.il 
civilization, 
to 
which 
achievement 


le contributed much, being ahvays 
foremost, in pushing forward internal 
improvements and tbe system of com- 
mon school education. He settled ia 
-what is now Warren county and begaa 
•clearing away tae primeval forests and 
built up for himself a home, a compe- 
tence a.nu aa enduring name. 


Inpcliticshewas an ardent and ag- 


gressive Democrat in his yc'ungsr days, 
but with him, as with all truly great 
minds, ail party asperities mellowed 
•with the lapse of years. Tbe people of 
.the state crowned him -with high aad 
richly deserved honors. Among ths honors thus conferred on him tvere 
senator and representative ia the stats legislature, representative in the 
congress, United States senator and governor o£ the state. 


Ho began his public service in iSOl as a member cf the territorial 


legislature. In 1S02 he was a member of the constitutional convention, 
coming from Hamilton, county, -which up to March 24, 1S03, embraced 
"Warren within its; limits. 


In 1S03 was a member of tho state senate, and in October of that 


year v.-as e-w-t.ial as tb? sn!c representative of Ohio in the Eighth congress 
of the United States, and was re-elected to the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh and 
TTcelftn coEjresses, and retired temporarily from the national house on 
the 4th of March, 1S13. In 1S14 he was appointed by the president com- 
missioner to treat with the Indians west of the Great Miami river. 


Previous to this appointment, Feb. G, 1S3S, the legislature elected fiim to 


the United States senate for the term of six years, beginning with March 
4, 1813, ancl ending Karch 4, 1819, at vrhich time he retired from the senate. 


From 1820 to 1822 he served on the commission to investigate and 


report upon the canal system of internal improvements, and TVOS one o" 
the'most energetic workers in its behalf in the state. 'When- the era of 
railroad construction began he took a deep interest in the work which revo- 
lutionized internal traffic and transportation, and brought the Ohio valley 
and the Atlantic seaboard' into such closo connection, and so strongly 
cementing the bonds of the Federal Union. Ke was chosen as the first 
president of the Little Miami Railroad company.and its successful con- 
struction and early management was largely due to his practical wisdom 
a.nci~ executive ability. 


In 1S22 ie was elected governor ot tbe state, aad re-elected in 1S24. 


set-ring four years in that office. His administration was an era of: great 
progress in all the affairs of the state. In 1S27-1S2S he was a member of 
tie state senate, aad served in the house in 1S29-1830. 


In 1S3S he was again elected to the national ho-vxse and re-elected in 1840, 


serring during the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh congresses, jnortly 
after which he retired from public life. In addition to the above positions 
ae filled numerous responsible offices, and discharged important 
com- 


missions for the state and national governments. 


He was one of the champions of the early admission of the state to 


the Union, and a statement written by him to President Jefferson detailing 
some of tha strong Federalistic views of Governor St. Ciair during the 
agitation of tie question was one of the contributing causes for St. Glair's 
removal as territorial governor. 


Ke was a, plain unostentatious aan, who performed manual labor along- 


side of his employes on tiie farm and at the mill, regarding honest toll as 
the highest title to nobility. 


While he -was governor the Duke cf Saxe-Weimar, who was touring 


the country, called at his home to pay Iii» respects, and was surprised not 
to find the governor of the rising state dressed ia tinsel and lace. Mistaking 
him tor a day laborer, he said: "I.wish to see your master, the governor oi 
the state." "I acknowledge no master: but Him above," was the 'quick 
response. "I am Governor Morrow. I am glad to meet your excellency. 
You are welcome to the hospitalities of ray home." The titled foreigner 
accepted them, was charmed with the wide knowledge and conversational 
powers of his unassuming host, and -went oa his journey with, broadened 
ideas of tha. intrinsic greatness of the young republic. 


JOSEPH KEKII OF ROSS COUNTY. 


Senator Joaepa Kerr was a man of local, rather than state and national 


prominence. Hia election to the scnata seems to have beea more in the 
nature of a compliment than otherwise, and was the result no doubt of a 
aesire to compliment Senator Worthington, who desired one of his neighbors 
and friends to serve out the brief remnant of the anexplred term to wblcb.

BK3TJAMIX RUGGkES OK. BK1.MO3(T COUNTY- 


Benjamin Rugglcs was the first United States senator from Ohio to be, 


elected three times in succession,* and each time for the coiistltutloaai'terra, 
of sis years. Ke served the state with distinction and singular fidelity for 
IS years from the 4th of March, 1815, to tbe 4th of March, 1833, and was 
closely identified with rall the important national legislation of that entire 
period. 
. 


He. was born at Woodstock (Hcxbury), Windham county. Conn., Feb. 


21, 17S3. His father was a farmer aad the future senator spent'his earlier 
years in agricultural pursuits, attending tbe schools of the neighborhood 
as occasion permitted. Later he entered the Brooklyn academy, v,-!sere he 
perfected hliaself in the higher branches of education, and began, the study 
of law, to the practice of which he ivas subsequently admitted. 


Ia 1807 he emigrated from his native state to Marietta, Washington 


county, O., where he entered upon the practice of his profession, achieving- 
enviable success. A few years later he removed to SL Ciairsvilie. Belmcnt 
county, which became his permanent bome, and he soon became one o£ the 
foremost citizens of the eastern part of the state. 


He was a Democrat in politics, «nd in the divisions of that party in 


1S24, when four candidates. Andrew Jackson and William H. Crawford v.-ere 
the Democratic candidates, ai;d John Quincy Aiiams and Henry Clay wore 
put forward by the two wings of the crystallizing Whig party, he espoused 
'the cause of Crawford, and was a. member and president of the'senatorial 
caucus which, placed the Georgia statesman in nomination In opposition to 
the popular nomination tendered by tha state legislatures cf a large part of 


"the Union to tho hero of Ne-w Orleans. 


This lost him the friendship of many of bis political friends in Ohio, 


and led to the long, .struggle which attended his third election ia 1S27. It 
was only by the aid of some of his political opponents that he succeeded ia 
attaining liis third term. 


At the close of ins senatorial term in 1S33, at the a^e of 50 years, he 


retired from public life, entirely satisfied with the honors that ha.1 besn 
bestowed upon him by the people, a.sd devoted the remainder of his life 
to the practice of his profession and to agricultural pursuits. Laving acquired 
considerable landed property. 
He died at his homo at St. Ciairsville 


Sept. 2, 1S57. 


Previous to his election as United States senator Mr. Ruggles had been 


president judge of the court of common pleas for the Tliird circuit, having 
been elected to that position on th* 13th of December, 1S09 for a term of 
seven years. 


A man of rare culture and social amenities, he commenced the support 


and friendship, not only of his political opponents, but those or" his pol^ical 
associates with v.-hom ho hud frequent occasion to differ on public questions. 


WJtUAM A. TKI3IBt,K OF 1I1GIILA.XD COUNTY. 


William A. Trimble was the first United States senator from Ohio to 


die while in tt:e discharge of the duties of his oHiee, and the only one up to 
the present time. 


"He was born at 'Woodford, Ky., on the -Hh of April. 177G, being a son 


of Captain James Thimble of Augusta comity, Va,. who removed theace tfp 
Kentucky. 
The future statesman and soldier received such educational 


training as the limited advantages of the frontier afforded, and then attended 
Transylvania university, from which he graduated. 


His brother, Allen Trimble, who subsequently became governor of Ohio, 


had removed from Kentucky to Ohio, and settled at Hiilsboro, the present 
county seat of Highland county. Upon his graduation from Transylviuiia 
"Wirjarn camo to Uilisboro and began the study o£ lav,- with his brother. 
Allen. 


A little later he went to Litchfield. Conn., whore he finished his educa- 


tion, both hi literature and law, ;:rsd was admitted to the bar and b::-gan 
the active and successful practice ot' his profession at Hiilsboro. 


He took a conspicuous part in the War of 1ST", and was a major under 


General Hu;l at Detroit at the Um-> of that officer's surrender to the EritisU. 
He was paroled by the British commander and later exchanged. 


In March, 1S13, he was made major of the Twenty-sixth regiment, p.iid 


distinguished himself for his courage, daring and coolness in action. He 
•was badly v-'OHnded in the action ir. front of Fort Krle. ar.cl was com- 
pelled ia coasecjueru.'o to retire from the ;ieuve operations of tho army. 


He died on the 13th of December, JS21. from the effects of the wouncis 


recoived in the above action. 


On the SOth of January, ISIS, he was elected to the United States senate 


over Thomas \v~ortbington. his principal competitor, serving less than two 
years in the senate. His death caust-d ualv&rsal sorrow throughout the state, 
which was shared alike by his political supporters and ^opponents. 


la political affiliation Senator Trimble was a liberal Federalist, and was 


the first of the senatorial line who Was not more or less a proaosinoed 
adherent of the 'Democratic school. In the senate, during Iris brief career, 
he was noted for his broad and comprehensive views ot" a.!! the grctu" 
political and economical questions tuat agitated the national legislature. 


He held no other civic office in the state aside from tho t/uited States 


senatcrship, although numerous positions were tendered him by the people- 
in his section of the state. 


ETHAX Aiil-EX BROWK OF HA3III/TOX COC.VTV. 


Ethan Allen Brown v.-as a member of the supreme court of Ohio from 


1S14 to 1817; governor of the state from ISIS to 1S22; United States senanor 
from 1822 to 1S25, and a presidential elector in 1S2S, casting J;is vote for 
Andrew Jackson for president, and enjoying the fullest, confidence o£ that 
distinguished general,and statesintuj. 


The pupil and protege cf the renowned Alexander Hamilton, he inibihsil 


exactly opposite political views from his friend and preceptor, being 
as imeaffiproEiisingly Democratic as Hamilton was Federalist. 
He was 


horn on the 4th of July, 1766. 10 years before Jefferson penned the rescript 
of human liberty, and as a youth participated in tbe closing scenes of the 
memorable struggle of tha American revolution. 


His father was a roan of moderate means, which were we'lnigh swept 


away during the war. 
The young man secured a good education from 


private .teachers, and by teaching and .day lihar was a'jlo to obtain aa 
independent livelihood before he attained his majority. In 1799 ha was 
able to go to New York and fit himself for a profession. 


Ke selected tho law and entered himself us a student with Alexander 


Hamilton, p.nd was admitted to the practice in 1S02. Alter-*wo years' prac- 
tice in the east he migrated to Cincinnati. 0,. then a straggling outpost of 
civilization. Here he found commercial pursuits more rcniifaerative than 
the legal profession, and for a number of years was engaged in the purchase 
of the products of the country and their shipment to New Orleans arid other 
Mississippi river points. 


In 10 years his accumulations were considerable, nail in 1S14 tie went 


east and induced his' father to dispose of his holdings there and Invest tbe 
procseds In western lands. In conjunction they purchased large tracts at 
Rising. Sun, Ind., which eve-5i.ua.uy neiieu Uiem comfortable fortunes. 


Although engaged In commercial pursuits he had not abanilcxneu 'the 


practice of his profession, and in 1S14 was elected by th« legislature as 
ftno of the judges of the suprp-me court, his associates being Thomas Scott, 
Thomas Morris and John S. Edwards. He was choseu for the constitutional 
term of serea years. 


On th* 7th of December, 1818., he tendered his resignation as judge to 


Governor "Worthinglon to accept the offico of governor, to which he hail 
been elected at the preceding October election, receiving 30,134 votes to 8.07S 
cast for James Dunlap. Ke was not at the state capital whcu the official 
canvass of the voto was made by the legislature, and Senator Robert Lucas 
was made special messenger to proceed to Cincinnati, notify him of his 
election and request isiia to appear before the legislature and take the oath 
of office. 


It required aevea days for the special messenger to execute his com- 


mission, and on. the .14th ot December, ISIS, Judge Brown appeared aad 
entered upon the discharge of his new duties. He"' was re-elected in 1320, 
receiving 34,838 votes to 9,128 caat for Jeremiah Slorrow and 4,348 for 
William Henry Harrison. 


His administration of the affairs of the state was strong and vigorous, 


and commanded general approval. Internal Improvements, popular educa- 
tion" and the rigid enforcement of the laws re-quiring an Inspection of all 
produce shipped from Ohio to othnr. markets v/cre among the features of 
his administration,
